- The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview (if Form is not an attachment to a signed Office action) 

It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case. It 
should be noted, however, that the Interview Summary Form will not normally be considered a complete and proper recordation of the interview 
unless it includes, or is supplemented by the applicant or the examiner to include, all of the applicable items required below concerning the 
substance of the interview.

The Examiner relies upon Polish at 7:15-32 as describing sending "to the client 
the stream of data for the second playback speed at a speed that is greater than 
required for the second playback speed," as recited in claim 1. 

Applicant requests clarification from the Examiner as to what in the relied-upon 
section of Polish teaches such sending at a greater speed than required for the 
newly selected playback speed. Polish does mention that the client provides the 
server with "the expected video information consumption rate, the expected 
video information transfer latency, the current input selected signal, etc." (Polish, 
7:20-22.) If this information satisfies "predetermined criteria," the server 
"forwards a burst of the video work 140 to the client system." (Polish, 7:23-25.) 

Applicant can find nothing in the relied-upon section to suggest sending the 
stream "at a speed greater than required for the second playback speed." 
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
